Food in general had increased in 
price 119 percent from 1913 lo 
June 1920, but in May of this year 
showed an increase of only 44.7 
percent. The same period compar­ 
ison for clothing shows a peak of 
187.5 for June 1920 which had been 
reduced last May to 122.6. Housing 
has been the striking exception, It 
showing a gradual percentage in­ 
crease in price until in May it stood 
59 percent above the 1913 figure. 
Fuel and lights were at their high­ 
est in December, 1920, at which 
time they were 94.9 percent above 
1913 prices. These have now gone 
down to about 80 percent. 
Fur­ 
niture hit its high point also in 
June, 1920, with a rise to 192.7 
percent above 1913 and last May 
had gone down to 147.7. 
Miscellaneous articles were higher 
in May, 1921, than at any time 
since the increase in prices started 
early In 1913, the chart shows. 
A survey of prices in 19 largest 
cities of the United States, repre­ 
senting all sections of the Union, 
shows an average percent decrease 
in the cost of living of 16.7 per 
cent from June, 1920, to May, 1921 
and an average drop of IO percent 
from December, 1920 to May, 1921.
